' you know very little. But, as we see It, that Is not so 
tragie for you, because our chief, Dr. HRIKIOCH, is very 
well known to your friend Dr, NOVAK (ARADI, Sl/Salzburg) . 

AB-43? I am sorry, but in this business. I*d rather not depend on 
any other offioa (See Report 870), Also, I am not dealing 
with Dr, HRINIOCR, I am dealing with you. I know little 
about Dr, RRINIOCR and nothing about you. I do not re- 
ceive any reports from Dr. HRINIOCH and neither do I eval- 
uate Dr. ITRINIOCH’b information, I have already indicated 
my dplnlon about Dr, HRINIOCK when I established ray contact 
with you, I cannot always depend on Dr, RRINISOCH ; relia- 
bility and surmise that you too ere reliable. 

JURXK: But we don’t know anything about you either. 

Oh, yes, you do, Tou know that I am an American, that I 
am in American Intelligence Service, that any commitments 
I may make in the future will he understood by you to com- 
mit more than just mo personally — you, on the other hand,
